Foreign Jails Wait 
For Americans 


A mother writes that her 


daughter, 2, will not eat any 
kind of vegetable or fruit. 
This is a common problem 
and requires an abundance 
of calm patience on the part 
of the mother. It is essential 
that mealtime be a pleasant 
time for the child but not a 
time for her to play with her 
food. 


Good eating habits should 


be developed early in life 
and to this end there should 
be no distractions at meal- 
time. Until a child is 3M> to 
4, it is wise to feed her in 
her own room or in the 
kitchen without the rest of 
the family hanging about. 
At each meal the mother 
should offer a small portion 
of vegetable or fruit but not 
insist that the child eat it or 
even try it. If the mother 
eats some of it herself and 
shows that she enjoys it, the 
child will in time want to 
follow 
her 
example.

more than one new dish 
should be introduced at any 
one meal. 


D o c t o r s

Planning a winter vacation 
in another country? Then a 
word to the wise from the 
Department of State: 


Keep your nose clean. 
Every day U.S. travelers 


get into trouble somewhere 
in the world. Sometimes they 
commit murder; sometimes 
they pass a few bum checks; 
sometimes they j u s t get 
whisky-eyed. 


But whatever their offense, 


the result is often the same. 
They spend much of their 
trip stuck tight in the clink. 


Nobody in the State De- 


partment will say exactly 
how many American citizens 
are jailed in foreign lands at 
present. They claim statis- 
tics vary too widely to merit 
continuing computation. 


Rough guesses put the fig- 


ure as high as 2,000 (at any 
given moment) depending on 
the season of the year. 


Some of the prisoners who 


make up the total are Amer- 
icans living abroad perma- 
nently or semipermanently. 
A few others are the shad- 


year and they contribute the 
largest bulk to other nations' 
jailhouses. 


Wallace Clark of the State 


Department's 
consular 
af- 


fairs office says that some 
of the American travelers 
are imprisoned for premedi- 
tated offenses, such as lar- 
ceny, smuggling or narcotic 
involvement. 


But he adds that most vio- 


lations are much less severe 
and definitely not planned. 
He says most violators just 
"forget themselves." 
They 


get-too loud or too demand- 
ing, or they simply break a 
speed limit. 


"The 
trouble is," Clark 


sighs, "a lot of Americans 
go to another country to let 
off steam. They believe they 
are protected by the Amer- 
ican flag. They have a feel- 
ing of immunity from 
the 


law." 


Nothing could be more er- 


roneous, Clark insists. To the 
contrary, being Yankee is a 
definite deficiency in some 
nations—usually those polit- 
ically u n f r i e n d 1 y to the 
United States. There are 22 
American captives in Cuba 
alone who are being held 
chiefly because of their citi- 


ing, 
the traveler who goes 


to Mexico is somewhat ad- 
venturesome. He g o e s for 
the excitement. E v e n the 
food is exotic. And, like I 
say, he forgets himself." 


Forgetting oneself in Mex- 


ico, or anywhere else, can 
be more than adventuresome 
for travelers. It can be dis- 
comforting and frightening. 


Clark points out that laws 


vary the world over. Bail in 
many places is unacceptable. 
Sentences a r e 
extremely 


stiff. And what may be only 
a misdemeanor in the United 
States is often a felony in 
other places. 
.,.-; 


Moreover, prison facilities 


in some nations are deplor- 
able. Many countries look on 
convicts with a disdain that 
is evident in the food they 
serve them (little). 


The State Department says 


it comforts imprisoned U.S. 
c i t i z e n s as best it can 
through the various consu- 
lates. But it admits that 
legally all it can usually do 
is pat a man on the back and 
say: "There, there." 


The law is the law, offic- 


ials explain, wherever it is 
written. Although a man can 
publicly insult the govern-

Cautious. Mark

Richard Nixon as president will move with caution both at home and abroad, and he most 


likely will be at his best when he is confronting foreseeable situations whose elements he can 
in some part control. 


His presidential campaign and indeed his whole public career reveal caution to be his hall- 


mark. At root he is not a risk taker, accepting only those he must and then within a framework 
that acts to minimize what dangers he can. 


Nixon now and then surprises his watchers with bursts of boldness. But there is some reason 


to believe he does these things mostly to confound his critics, to take the curse of predictability 
off his course of action. 


It might be argued that a cautious man is hardly one suited to the demanding tasks of set- 


tling the Vietnam war and the baffling crisis of the cities. Nevertheless, with luck he may come 
through his four years with quite high marks. 


Being a cautious type, he is unlikely to raise too high the expectations of troubled Americans 


of 1969. He comes to office less encumbered by specific promises than almost any president in 
recent memory. 


He did pledge, in a general but not sweeping way, to do something about the war, about 


crime, about unrest. But his options are wide open. Almost any gains he makes will look big 
on the credit side. 


The Nixon administration will not be primarily a "legislative" regime but one in which the 


president seeks to spur groups within society to move to solve problems at less than federal level 
in a spirit of mutual and self-help. 


Nixon will be tested sorely in the foreign field. His indicated path is one of caution, short of 


a new isolationism. He wants all our commitments re-examined with a view to avoiding the 
mistakes of overreaching suggested by Vietnam. He wants a new look at the internal machinery 
designed to aid the president in making foreign policy decisions. 


If fortune is with him, if the private sector responds well and he is able to steer his way 


cautiously through more dilemmas than any three administrations should have to face, he may 
be well placed for his bid for a second term in 1972. 


But if the unexpected develops—war in the unforeseen quarter, recession, unbridled domestic 


strife—then there is no telling. No one can guess how effective and sure-handed the response 
will be from the man who has spent a lifetime trying to avoid crisis, suffering when he could, not.

total income for 1968 was 
less than $900;
